Arne Finstad, 11 years old, of 
10234 89 street, was drowned 
Thursday afternoon in the Sas- 
katchewan River, just below the 
Red Hot Coal Mine in Forest 
Heights, when the leaky boat he 
was in, tip) over. The body has 
not been found. He was the third 
youngest son of Pte. and Mrs, C. 
Finstad. 

R.C.M.P., who are investigating, 
together, with city police, learned 
that another 11-year-old boy named 
Dennis Cherowsky, of 10134 84 
street, was with the Finstad boy 
when the fatality occurred. He said 
the latter got into the boat, an old 
and leaky craft, at a point near the 
mine, using a broom for a paddle. 


The boat began to fill with water, 
the Cherowsky boy said, and he 
could see his companion frantically 
bailing out. Then sudenly the craft 
turned over and the boy was flung 
into the stream. He remained 
afloat for about 200 to 300 yards, 
moving downstream, and then sank. 


POLICE ADVISED 

City police were advised: of the 
boy's disappearance at 12:35 a.m. 
Friday morning by his mother, who 
stated the boy had not been seen 
since 5 p.m. Thursday. 

R.C.M.P. urged all persons living 
close to the river banks, and all 
ferrymen, to be on the Jookout for 
the-floating body. Authorities point 
out that bodies are sometimes car- 
ried hundreds of miles downstream. 

Pte. Carl Finstad, father of the 
drowned youth, is with the Cana- 
dian Army overseas. 

Surviving, besides the parents, 
are two sisters, Marion and Eileen, 
and four brothers, John, George, 
Leroy and Jimmy.

by-elections will be held Aug. 9 
in the federal constituencies of 
Montreal Cartier, Stanstead, 
Selkirk and Humboldt. 


Nominations for Montreal Car- 
tier and Stanstead will be held 
Aug. 2, and for Selkirk and Hum- 
boldt on July 26. 

The by-election in the Montreal 
constituency was necessitated by 
the death last December of Peter 
Bercovitch, Liberal member since 
November 1938, The other Quebec 
by-election, in Stanstead, is to elect 
a successor to R. G. Davidson, 
Liberal, whose election was annul- 
led by the supreme court of Canada 
for “illegal and corrupt practices” 
by Mr. Davidson's agents.

Howe Warns 


Reduction in Amount of —

Civilian Use Is Possible 


OTTAWA, June 12.—(CP)—Munitions Minister Howe 
Friday warned Canada’s motorists that war developments 
may at any time cause a reduction in the amount of gasoline 


available for civilian use and 


reiterated that Canada’s syn- 


thetic rubber program means no relief of the civilian tire 


situation. 

“Our petroleum situation is still 
very serious,” Mr. Howe said in 
reviewing the operations of his 
department for the house of com- 
mons. 

“While the victory in Tunisia 
will mean the opening of the Medi- 
terranean and relief for over-bur- 
dened shipping, an offensive, or 
several offensives, in Europe would 
make vy demands on our trans- 
portation facilities for the ship- 
ment of vast quantities of petrol- 
eum products.” 

A crown company, Wartime Oils 
Ltd., had been established to pro- 
vide assistance in development of 
marginal petroleum deposits but

GET ALONG WITH LESS 

“As these sources are being call- 
ed upon to supply increasingly 
greater quantities,of oil for the 
fighting fronts, it becomes neces-

“In spite of our two major con- 
servation programs—gasoline ra- 
tioning and fuel-oil conversion— 
we are only just meeting our pres- 
ent gasoline and oil requirements. 
Any increase in requirements, or 
any decrease in supply will neces- 
sitate a further curtailment in the 
supply available for civilian use.”

If there are those 
who cherish the vain hope that the 
people or the government of Al- 
berta.will now turn back in their 
crusade for social justice and econ- 
omic security, let me disabuse their 
minds. 

3. “While we are carrying for- 
ward the fight for permanent social 
justice and economic security, it is 
our fixed intention to give you the 
very best possible administration of 
your public affairs. You have my 
unreserved assurance that it will be 
our earnest endeavor to give you 
the very best in good, sound, hon- 
est, and efficient administration in 
every department of government.”

LONDON, June 12.—Capitule-

The Allies are not expected to 
waste much time on the rocky out- 
cropping of Lampedusa off the 
Tunisian east coast, The surrender 
of Pantelleria, 90 miles to the 
northwest, yesterday sealed the 
fate of Lampedusa and the Italian 
garrison is not expected to have 
much heart for prolonged resist- 
ance, 

British commandos made a re- 
connaissance raid on Lampedusa 
last Sunday to test the tiny island's 
defences, but there was no imme- 
diate indication that this would be 
followed up by a full-scale landing 
attempt. The island might be left 
to its fate while operations are in- 
tensified against more vital objec- 
tives farther north, 


SICILY 1S TARGET 


The Northwest African and Mid- 
die-Eastern Air forces are expected 
to hurl the full weight of their migtt 
against Bicily -witt its ‘important 
airdromes and harbors. Some otf 
the bombers and perhaps protective 
fighters probably will operate from 
the newly-won airfield on Pante)- 
leria, only 60 miles off Sicily.

Sicily is believed too large to

resistance,

RECALLED SPEECH 

Mr. Morrison recalls a speech 
made in Dawson in the summer of 
1933 by Mr. Black, when it was said 
that rather than international high- 
way being advantageous to resi- 
dents of the Yukon, it would be de- 
trimental, due to taxation which 


would have to be imposed on the 
residents of the Yukon. 

“Having seen the country that 
the United States engineers had to 
cover. from Fort Smith, and Fort 
Nelson to Watson Lake, I also 
thought it was a physical impoasi- 
bility to construct the road through 
in one-year,” Mr. Morrison de- 
clared.

ment.

ALSO RAIL CENTRE 

Duesseldorf is a key communica- 
tion centre as well as a production 
centre for guns, tanks, shells, 
bombs, mines, torpedoes and U- 
boat parts. The Rhein works turn 
out arms at a rate comparable to 


the more famous Krupp works. 

(A German broadcast said 36 Bri- 
tish bombers were shot down over 
western Germany last night.) 

Stepping up the renewed Al- 
lied pre-invasion aerial offensive 
against Adolf Hitler’s European 
fortress, the British and Canadian 
bombers unloaded scores of two 
and four-ton super block-busters 
and thousands of other demoli- 
tion and fire bombs on the vital 
targets. 

Nearly all the Australian bomb- 
er squadrons in Britain, as well as 
12 Polish squadrons, participated in 
the raid. None of the Polish planes 
were lost. 


S3rd RAID OF WAR 

The raid was the 53rd of the war 
on Dusseldorf, third biggest inland 
port in Germany and a city the 
size of Buffalo, N.Y. Several square 
miles of Dusseldorf's most import- 
ant industrialareas already have 
been laid waste by British bombs. 

The attack—pressed home by 
formations that took more than 
an hour to cross the English 
southeast coast—ended a 12-night 
lull in the R.A.F. bomber com- 
mand’s offensive, the longest in- 
terruption in its operations since 
a raid on the Italian naval base of 
Spezia broke a similar lull just 
before the Allied landings in 
North Africa. 


The American raids yesterday 
were centred on the German U- 
boat yards at Wilhelmshaven and 
the submarine base at Cuxhaven, 
at the mouth of the Elbe siver. 
Bomb bursts were observed on 
both target areas. 


BIGGEST U.S. FORCE 

The more than 200 heavy bomb- 
ers, almost the largest American 
force ever employed in a single 
day's operations, flew between 700 
and 800 miles unescecrted, but de- 
spite fierce enemy fighter opposi- 


tion over Wilhelmshaven, only 
eight planes were lost. A “large 
number” of intercepting German 
planes were reported officially to 
have been destroyed. 


The raid on Cuxhaven was the 
first by the 8th U.S. Air Force, 
althougn Wilheimshaven ‘had 
been pounded four times previ- 
ously by four-engined American 
planes. The double-barrelied at- 
tack also ended a (2-day lull in 
the American attacks on Europe, 


Returning pilots said that the 
number of Flying Fortresses raid- 
ing Wilhelmshaven was so great 
that it took 20 minutes for them to 
pass over the target area. 

One participating airman said 
the bombs from his plane fell in 
the water, then “walked right up 
on the beach and down the penin- 
sula, blasting great sheds and 
buildings that looked like machine 
shops.” 


GREAT SMOKE CLOUDS 


Late arrivals over the target area 
reported that billowing clouds of 
smoke rose from the battered port. 

RAF. Vega Ventura medium 
hombers also participated in the 
daylight offensive against Europe 
yesterday, bombing the coke ovens 
and benzole plant at Zeebrugee.

The fact that the air ministry 
carefully noted that the Duessel- 
dorf attack was by the largest num- 
ber of heavy bombers ever to attack 
Europe seemed to make it clear 
that this was not a thousand-plane 
raid, which would require some 
two-engine planes.

Jubilant aircrews returning at 
dawn from the first operation in 12 
days, reported this new raid on the 
ald familiar target “was a piece of 
cake.” The crews reported one and 
two-ton bombs crashing squarely 
into the target. Fires and explo- 
sions could be seen from 70 miles 
away both coming into the target 
and leaving it. 


DELIVER SPECIAL BOMB 

Canada’s famed “Moose” squad- 
ron delivered a special bomb for a 
Dutch refugee girl named Ann who 
donated $500 during Canada’s 
Fourth ‘Victory Loan drive with the 
request that a bomb be purchased 
and dropped over Germany. The 
delivery of Ann's bomb also mark- 
ed the Moose squadron's 1,000th 
sortie. Fit, Sgt. Bill Gray of Van- 
couver, freckled and sandy haired 
pilot of the plane making the de- 
livery for Ann, said it was so bright 
over the target due to fires, “we 
could see streets and buildings and 
we learn now that we really blew 
hell out of Dusseldorf.” 

PO. Russ Harding, of Winni- 
peg, Man. Gray's rear gunner, 
said: “We couldn't figure out 
what was the matter with Jerry's 
defences—there was so little flak. 
They must have figured we 
would be going somewhere else 
last night. 

FO. Kearley Shields, of Reddit, 
Ont., a bomb aimer and the squad- 
ron’s bomb leader, said: “It was 
like a cross country run. We met a 
lot of flak going and coming, but 
nothing bothered us over the 
target.” 


BOTHERED BY FLAK 


Sgt. Art Lewis, a rear-gunner 
from Lethbridge, Alberta, was also 
one of the squadron which deliver- 
ed Ann's bomb, said he was bother- 
ed plenty by flak. “Flak tore 
through my turret. I felt a piece of 
glass ripping past my face. Another 
burst blew out our port tire but the 
skiller made a good landing. That's 
all that matters.” 

Sgt. Jack McIntosh, of Medicine 
Hat, Alta., the pilot of another Halli- 
fax, said it was one of the best 
shows “I've ever seen. I saw a 
terrific explosion as @e left the 
target. They didn’t give us much 
trouble. The outer defences of the 
Ruhr belt seem to be softening.” 

Fit. Sgt. Leo Brunet, French 

Canadian rear gunner from Mon- 
treal, making his 27th trip, saw 
one huge explosion which “looked 
like a petrol blast because it 
burst out like a fountain and was 
very red.’ 

The bomb delivered for Ann last 
night bore the words in white paint, 
“For Ann to mark the Moose squad- 
ron’s 1000th sortie,” the bomb had 
been ready for a’ week but weather 
conditions hadn't permitted de- 
livery. 

Gray said, “We've been ready for 
a week or two. If the weather holds. 
we're really going to give them 
hell.”

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Meat Rationed 
To Fill Exports 


MEDICINE HAT—June 12—(CP) 
—F. S. Grisdale of Ottawa, deputy 
foods administrator, told the an- 
nual meeting of the Western Stock 
Growers Association Friday that 
meat rationing had been necessi- 
tated by many things, mainly so 
Canada could fill her export quotas 

He said it was the government's 
intention to “build up a stock-pile 
from which to draw from to fill our 
export duties. This stock-pile must 
be built and if we find that it is 
impossible to do it with the present 
regulations, then the allowance will 
have to be lowered.” 

Mr. Grisdale assured the conven- 
tion that steps were already being 
taken to see that live beef sold to 
packers at floor prices would not 
in turn be sold by the packers as 
dressed meat at ceiling prices. He 
added that the problem of ready 
markets for cattle also was being 
considered and it was hoped a def- 
inite policy would be forthcoming 
at an early dale.

Floods and Tie-Ups 

So far as Canada and the United States 
are concerned, the one bad spot in the war 
picture is on the home front; and it is bad 
enough to hamper the carrying through 
of operations on the fighting fronts as 
speedily and with as little cost in lives as 
could be. Hardly a day passes but an in- 
dustry somewhere in the Dominion or the 
Republic is tied up by a labor dispute. And 
a backward spring in Canada and floods in 
rich farming areas in the United States 
have discounted the prospects of a bumper 
output of food, though this handicap may 
be overcome by a late fall and heavy 
yields. 

The effect of an industrial tie-up and a 
flood is the same in respect to the fighting 
power of the Allies, the casualties which 
will have to be suffered, and the time it 
will take to beat the enémy into submis- 
sion. Our fighting men need every piece 
of equipment that can be turned out; they 
and our Allies every ton of food that can 
be produced. Whatever lessens the output 
of either helps the enemy—just as much as 
the sinking of ships carrying munitions or 
food to the combat areas. 

The weather is beyond human control, 
but munitions-production is not. And the 
point may as well be recognized that our 
Governments cannot keep this production 
going at full blast if employers and em- 

loyees will not co-operate. Hitler might 
do that and Stalin might do it, but the ex- 
ecutive head of a democracy cannot do it 
—just because it is a democracy and ruled 
in the last analysis by public opinion. 

It is fashionable of course to blame 
Ottawa and Washington whenever an in- 
dustry closes down or slows down because 
of a labor quarrel. But however fashion- 
able that is neither sensible nor just. 
Neither Prime Minister King nor President 
Roosevelt can ignore public opinion, and in 
neither country is public opinion as reso- 
lutely hostile to industrial tie-ups as it 
should be. ¥ 


Tokyo Is “Too Late” 


Prime Minister Curtin of Australia 
struck a new note this week, the more 
significant because he has been calling 
insistently and consistently for more land, 
sea and air equipment in the South Paci- 
fic area. He now says a Japanese invasion 
of Australia no longer has to be feared, 
and that the Allies in that zone will no 
longer have to fight a holding war. 

At the minimum this means that rein- 
forcements and supplies have built up Al- 
lied strength there enough to take care*of 
any expeditionary force sent against the 
island continent. And it could mean that 
the Allies are now strong enough to Start 
knocking gaps in the arc of enemy bases to 
the north. 

It does not follow that a forward move- 
ment is to be started at once, even if the 
men and equipment are available. This is 
the bad weather season “down under”, and 
the conditions which have stalled enemy 
operations are equally unfavorable for Al- 
lied moves over long distances or on a 
large scale. Mr. Curtin is probably count- 
ing on the storms to halt both sides for 
several weeks and speaks of future rather 
than immediate action. Me 

No doubt Tokyo had sound military 
reasons for not attacking Australia and 
New Zealand during the southern summer 
months; considerations of justice or hum- 
anity certainly did not enter into the cal- 
culation. Whatever these reasons, the 
failure to seize and occupy those Domin- 
fons left the Allies invaluable bases on the 
flank of the Japanese position in the island- 
studded seas to the north and west. That 
failure is one of the elements which will 
eventually bring about the collapse of 
Tokyo's conquests both among the islands 
and on the south-eastern corner of the 
Asian mainland. The time for Tokyo to 
redeem the failure, Mr. Curtin believes, is 
now past. ce 


Bombs Did It 


The fall of Pantelleria was too evident- 
ly a matter of time for the event to cause 
surprise. But there was cause for sur- 
prise that it held out so long. For twenty 
days it was blasted from the air almost 
continuously, and from the sea less fre- 
quently. That indicates how heavily it had 
been fortified, and how important the 
Axis command considered it as an outpost 
against invasion. And, to give credit where 
due, the Italian garrison—if it was Italian 
—fought better than the campaign in 
Africa gave reason to expect. There can- 
not have been much of the defence works 
left when they pulled down the flag. 

The Axis outpost has now become an 
Allied advanced base from which to con- 
tinue the bombing of Sicily and the main- 
land of Italy. But it is of less importance 
for this purpose than because its posses- 
sion gives control of the narrows through 
which Allied convoys must pass en route 
to and from Egypt and the Far East. 
Idoyd’s last week began insuring cargoes 
paasing by this route, and with the mid- 
channel fortreas in Allied hands the short 
cut to India and the Persian Gulf will be 
relatively safe. 

Pantelleria was bombed and shelled 
into submission. Its capture because of 
this cost the Allies few casualties. 

mea were made to do the fighting, 
and men's lives were saved— probably 
Gome thousands of them. The “experi- 
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ment” Mr. Churchill spoke about was a 
success in this case. That will have bear- 
ing on the methods to be employed else- 
where. Since Pantelleria could not hold 
out against air attack—and sea attack— 
what about Sicily, Italy, and even Ger- 
many? 

Theconclusion must not be too defin- 
itely drawn, but the outcome at least 
Strengthens the hope that by multiplied 
bombings the Axis can be smashed without 
incurring anything like the appaling loas 
of life that occurred in ground fighting on 
the western front during the former great 
war.

OTTAWA—The difference be- 
tween the Royal Canadian Air 
Force and the Royal Air Force in 
regard to granting commissions to 
air crew are of long standing. The 
question first came up in the Can- 
adian parliament on May 12, 1942, 
Canadian opinion has lined up, since 
that. time, behind the contention of 
Air Minister C. G. Power that !! 
air crew should be commissioned 
officers. When the subject was 
discussed on June 1-2, 1943, one 
lone dissenter appears on the re- 
cord—T. L. Church, the inveterate 
imperialist from Toronto. All other 
sections of political opinion sup- 
ported Mr. Power. ‘ 

A. R. Adamson, the Progressive 
Conservative from York West (To- 
ronto), urged that all air crew ve 
commissioned after a certain num- 
ber of operational flights, and he 
went so far as to suggest that all 
air forces of the British Dominions 
could be placed on that basis. G. 
R. Castleden, the C.C.F. member 
from Yorkton, said it was an incon- 
Sruous state of affairs where a 
sergeant piloted a bomber with a 
commissioned officer manning a 
gun, or where a sergeant flew one 
bomber alongside another flown by 
a commissioned officer. If captured, 
one went to one prison camp, the 
other to another. H. R. Jackman, 
Progressive Conservative from To- 
ronto, said the invidious distinction 
grew out of the tail-end of the last 
war, that “it is entirely foreign to 
Canada, and I do not think we want 
to see any of it here.” 

So there is no doubt that Cana- 
dian opinion accepts the view that 
every air crew graduate of an air 
training school should become an 
officer. In his 1943 report on the 
RC.A.F., Mr. Power disclosed that 
Canada has gone a long way in that 
direction already.

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The issue is simple: it is the Ca- 
nadian “merit” system against the 
British “quota” system. The prob- 
lem of granting commissions came 
up early in the history of the Com- 
monwealth Air Training Plan, now 
known officially as CTO—Com- 
bined Training Operation. In Feb- 
ruary, 1940—two months before the 
first air crew class began its course 
in the plan—the quota system was 
adopted by all partners. By it, 50 
per cent of pilots and observers 
would be commissioned, by taking 
the top 33 per cent in the graduat- 
ing classes, making them officers 
immediately, and designating the 
next 17 per cent for commissing in 
the field. The quota for wireless 
operators and air gunners was 20 
per cent, 10 per cent of WO-AG's 
on graduation, 10 per cent later, 
and 5 per cent of AG's on gradua- 
tion, 15 percent later. The quotas

Does War Bring More Rain? - 


Thought That Explosions 
Might Cause Weather 


Changes

Does war cause excessive rain- 
fall? This is not a question which 
can be categorically answered Yes 
or No. If it were, there would be 
no need for this article. But the 
question is far from being fantastic. 
It is no more fantastic than the 
question that arose some decades 
ago as to whether sun spots had 
any influence on the weather. After 
scientists and’ astronomers had look- 
ed into this latter question they 
found that storms on the sun, or 
sun spots, had a great deal to do 
with our weather, and also upon the 
operation of cable service across 
the oceans, upon radio reception, 
and on many other things. Out- 
standing in the solution, or partic! 
solution, of this problem was Ot- 
tawa’s own Dr. Ralph E. DeLury, 
whose research and observations 
into sun spot phenomena were both 
exhaustive and convincing. 

When one considers that the er- 
velope of atmosphere which sur- 
rounds our earth and reaches to a 
thickness of appfoximately 300 to 
500 miles, is responsible for all our 
rainfall, it is not to be wondered at 
that the shattering of that envelope 
by hundreds of thousands of tons 
of bombs, cannon, and machine-gun 
fire might have an effect on the 
amount of rain precipitation on the 
earth. 

Perhaps the tactics of the old sea 
captain when, on the approach of a 
water spout he fired his cannon at 
it in the hope of creating a vacuum 
and breaking un the spout before it 
reached his ship, may prove to be 
quite sound. Whilst water spouts 
are not common, they have always 
been’ a source of hazard to the 
ship’s captain. It Is a matter of 
record that back in 1896 five vessels 
were sunk in the Harbor of Tunis, 
recent scene of Allied victories, 
when a water spout travelling east- 
ward in the Mediterranean turned 
south and wrecked the Tunis 


harbor. 
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Rain comes from the sky: that 
isn't hard to prove. But it is not 
made there—it is pumped there, 
the sun being the oump and the 
well being the ses. The clouds are 
the aerial tanks which it fills. Now. 
most of this pumping occurs at the 
Equator. The water is vaporized 
and rises into the air; there it is 
cooled, condensed and _ fornis 
clouds. In this ferm It is carried b: 
winds to other parts of the globe 
where it falls as rain. Although 
tropical seas are the chief source 
of supply of rain, evaporation rises 
into the air from the surface of a)! 
waters, even from those of the 
Arctic and Antarctic ice fields. 

It may strike us in passing that 
rainwater in the tub is quite trans- 
parent—one can see through it— 
whilst rainwater in a cloud is quite 
opaque, the difference, of course, 
being that the water in the one 
case is in one mass and in the other 
in many, tiny particles. A very 
similar difference may be seen in a 
sheet of glass whole, and the same 


crushed into fragments and gather-matter and salt. 


ed into a heap. Every particle of 
the heap is transparent but the 
heap itself is opaque. So it is with 
water in sheets and the same in 
tiny particles floating in the sky 
forming part of a cloud. 

How does the sun act as a pump 
and why is it that most moisture- 
laden clouds are formed at the 
equator? The sun, with its intense 
heat coming through 3 millions of 
miles of space, heats and dries the 
air, and heated air may be com- 
pared to a sponge. When that air 
finds itself over water'it becomes 
a very full sponge-like cloud and 
temains full until some power 
squeezes it dry again. This squeez- 
ing power in the upper atmosphere 
is cold. Once the air loses its Heat 
it gives up its moisture, which falls 
as rain on the earth. 

Meanwhile the ctoud has been 
wafted hither and yon by winds 
that blow mainly according to 
chanelized routes. Others become 
the victims of other winds which 
do not readily fit into stereotyped 
patterns. Ofttimes a moisture 
bearing cloud may be quite a trav- 
eller. It may be born above the 
sunny coral isles of Bermuda, and 
in several days find itself over Par- 
liament Hill, Ottawa, to thoroughly 
soak us on our way to work, but to 
give new life to the little petunias 
we transplanted Jast night in our 
backyard. 
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When we consider the extent and 
size of this atmospheric sponge 
that surrounds the earth and when 
we realize that when any part of it 
is raised to a temperature of 80 
degrees an acre of it contains a 
thousand tons of water, then we 
wonder why we do not get more 
rainfall than we do. The wettest 
region in the whole world is a 
place northeast of Calcutta where 
the total anual rainfall amounts to 
5O feet. An inch of water distribut- 
ed over one mile of area weighs 60 
thousand tons, so that on every 
mile of that Indian locality there 
fall every year no less than 36 mil- 
lion tons of rain. Not only that, but 
it rains six months of the year. 

Sooner or later every drop of 
water that falls finds its way back 
to the sea from which it came. 
Much of our rain goes up into the 
sky again in the form of mist or 
vapor and some sinks into the 
earth to rise again in springs to be 
drunk by humans and then evapor- 
ated through the skin. The greater 
part of it works its way by myriads 
of tiny chanels into brooks and 
many of these meet together and 
form torrents or streams which at 
leangth produce a river. 

Every one of these larger water 
courses is a wagon which is carry- 
ing from the land through which 
it passes mud, gravel, sand and 
vegetation out into the sea again. 
For example, the Mississippi river 
is 4430 miles in length. This 
river has carried down from the 
land and emptied into its mouth, 
residue which covers 12,300 square 


It is considered by many scien- 
tists that the explosions caused 
by millions of bursting shells and 
gun fire ofone kind and another 
during a time of war do cause 
more frequent and heavier pre- 
cipitation of rain, but research 
has not yet proceeded far enough 
to actually prove that this is the 
case to an appreciable extent. It 
is pointed out that the shattering 
of the earth’s atmosphere by such 
explosion causes a condition not 
unlike that created in an electri- 
cal storm with its consequent 
vacuums, air currents and result- 
ant rainfall of a more or less vio- 
lent nature, 

There are also other natural 
phenomena that have from time 
to time done strange things with 
our atmosphere—such, for in- 
stance, as the volcanic eruption 
on Krakatoa in the East Indies 
in midsummer of 1883. The erup- 
tion of this volcano is one of the 
oustanding examples of a local 
Occurrence reverberating round 
the earth. It caused the distri- 
bution of volcanic dust over most 
of the globe, the carrier being 
the arth’s atmosphere. In one 
account we find that a cubic mile 
of rocks and earth was hurled 
into the air to a height of 17 
miles and was spread out over 
several degrees of latitude, 

Research at that time showed 
that the dust carried by the drift 
of the atmosphere in the north- 
ern hemisphere was taken twice 
around the earth and produced 
the most unusual sunset phe- 
nomena on record. 
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It is sometimes pointed out, and 
Properly so, that the atmospheric 
envelope is so great in extent that 
it is doubtful if man-made explo- 
sions, great as they appear on earth 
and devastating in their effect, are 
large enough to seriously affect the 
course ofworld weather for even-a 
brief period. 

This is a reasonable argument, 
but it is rendered somewhat less 
potent when one considers that our 
rainfall comes from the close-to- 
earth or heavy layers of atmos- 
phere and that the slippage of at- 
mospheric layers, due to different 
densities and the earth's rotation, 
makes an occurrence happening in 
Winnipeg quite capable of affect- 
ing London—the nature and extent 
of the effect depending upon the 
size of the disturbance. We see this 
demonstrated on a smaller scale 
when @ forest fire in Northern On- 
tario causes a cloudy sun for days 
at a time in Toronte or Buffalo. 

Definite conclusions cannot yet 
be drawn on the extent to which 
war causes change in weather.

Nazi 
propaganda is discredited outside 
Germany and can be handled as 
safely as an empty bomb case. It is 
important only inside Germany and 
our interest in it is that of one list- 
ening in while the desperate Nazi 
regime tries to keep up the morale 
of a nation that must be sensing the 
encircling foe. . 

We know the Allies have never 
been so close together as now, 
since Stalin's dissolution of the 
comintern. German hopes of win-

ning a stalemate through a divi- 
sion between Russia and America 
and Britain have been completely 
smashed. Apparently the quiet work 
of Archbishop Spellman is bearing 
enormous fruit. It seems well es- 
tablished that the Vatican intends 
to send a cardinal to Moscow. To 
the German people the Nazis must 
combat that enormous advance in 
Allied solidarity. They are doing it 
by telling their people that Joe 
Davies went to Moscow to force 
Siberian bases out of Stalin under 
a threat of dropping the war in 
Europe and devoting our strength 
to the Pacific. The Nazi press de- 
scribes the Russian position with 
the Allies as weaker than before, 
although of course it is stronger. It 
paints Russia as dependent on the 
United States for food, giving Presi- 
dent Roosevelt additional leverage 
in the alleged demand for Siberian 
bases. The Hitler press also is 
promising the people that the col- 
lapse of Chungking is imminent. 

Nazi papers are devoting long 
articles to the Hot Springs food 
conference with the line that in- 
stead of planning to feed Europe, 
America is simply looking for post- 
war markets for farm surpluses. 
The Nazis say it is part of American 
imperialism, and that the actual 
scheme in Washington is to force 
Europe into growing fruit and vege- 
tables only, in order to leave a bet- 
ter market for the major American 
crops. When you see the controlled 
press full of such stuff you know 
they must be having hard going in 
Germany.

Henry Ford’s Empire 


FROM THE CHICAGO DAILY 
NEWS 


The death of Edsel Ford has 
stimulated discussion of what will 
happen to the great Ford indus- 
trial empire when the founder 
passes on. While not a unique 
case, the Ford fortune is so great 
that the effect of modern inheri- 
tance taxes upon both the fortune 
and the Ford industries will be 
watched with interest as indicating 
the ultimate fate of the institution 
of private property in the field of 
large scale enterprise. 


Private property in farms, homes 
and personal effects was probably 
never so secure in America as it 
is today, for the simple reason that 
more people own substantial bits 
of that sort ef property than ever 
before, But the bulk of industrial 
property has long been in the hands 
of impersonal corporations admin- 
istered by managements not imme- 
diately under the control of own- 
ership. As a matter of fact, the 
combined holdings of women and 
of institutions probably outweigh 


‘the holdings of men with business 


talents and tastes. 


The Ford fortune was made by 
the man whose immedicte family 
still owns all of it. In former 
times it would have descended to 
heirs of his blood, and the fate of 
the fortune would have been in 
part a question of genetics and 
biology. If the heirs were chips 
off the old bolck, the fortune 
would persist. If not, the fortune 
would have been lost or would 
have become a series of passive 
trusts administered by fiduciaries, 
Such of the great railroad for- 
tunes as remain are in that state. 


We have one city, Philadelphia, 
in which nearly all the original 
fortunes made during the earlier 
growth of the community are ad- 
ministered by trustees of some sort. 


The Ford case will recall the 
gigantic Dodge fortune made by 
two brothers orjginally associated 
with Ford. When they died in the 
early 1920's, inheritance taxes were 
not so punitive as today, but the 
Dodge industries quickly passed to 
the investing public. In that day of 
rising stock prices, sale of the 
properties to the public and vesting 
them in an impersonal corporation 
was no task at all. But the Ford for- 
tune is bigger. It is probably the 
largest single family fortune re- 
maining in the country, Investment 
capital is being absorbed by gov- 
ernment, 


As no one execpt 
knows the resources of Henry 
Ford and his immediate family, 
in addition to the wholly family. 
owned Ford Motor Co.,, it is ime 
possible to guess whether or not 
provision has been made for the 
almost confiscatory inheritance 
taxes, 

They would have to he paid off 
to assure perpetuatio of family 
control in a family - controlled 
corporation. But so thorough an 
individual as Henry Ford would 
Probably not overlook such ar- 
rangements. And for a man who 
80 long made half the automobiles

Boys from al! over Alberta will at- 
tend, one being chosen from each 
health unit in the province, All 
those attendjng the camp will have 
been listed ‘mal-nourished,” after a 
medical examination. It is pointed 
out this designation does not mean 
underfed, but rather, improperly 
fed. 

All foods eaten by those attend- 
ing the camp will be supplied by 
farmers and their wives in the 
Lamont district, with the exception 
of those containing vitamin “C", 
and the foods rich in this essen- 
tial will be brought in from the out- 
side, 4 

Tents are being supplied by the 
army.

Estimate of Germany’s Situation | 
And now, having completed our strategic reconnais- 
sence, we return to the red-hot problem of defeating Hitler 


in the field. 


Hitler (as pointed out in the foregoing chapters), ex- 
tended himself when he opened his campaigns in Poland, Nor- 
way, Belgium, Holland, France, Jugoslavia, Greece, and, con- 
sidering the ,.culiar Prussian tactics he used, there never 

_ was a time in any of these campaigns when a strategist of 
' the first class could not have forced upon him a battle under 
conditions that would have been adverse though not neces- 
sarily disastrous for him. All we can éay of such a hypo- 
thetical battle is that it would have led up to the winning of 
other battles, one of which would certainly have been deci- 
sive, so that, in the long run, Hitler's goose would have bean 


pretty thoroughly cooked. 
So much for the “extention” of 
an army which, in its ignorance 
of strategy, lays itself wide-open 
in order to cash in on its care- 
fully articulated Prussian tactics. 

Now when we come to the over- 
extension which Hitler brought 
about by his Russian campaign, we 
are immediately confronted by a 
problem which the Germans can- 
not possibly solve by tactics if the 
United Nations will only, before it 
is too late, throw it into the realm 
of strategy. 

Some suspicion of this truth is 
already beginning to trouble our 
columnists and military experts 
who hailed with loud hallelujahs 
the news of our landing on the 
North African coast. It was thought 
that the mere presence of an Amer- 
ican Expeditionary Force in the 
Mediterranean, with the superiority 
of American armament, would be 
sufficient to make Mussolini topple 
and Hitler tremble. 


VOICES NOT LACKING 

Voices were not lacking calling 
upon Il Duce to abdicate, or exhort- 
ing the Italian people to lay down 
their arms; and a whole cohort of 
amateur strategists and professional 
propagandists immediately went to 
work on the Mediterranean littoral, 
each selecting his own favorite in- 
vasion point and then sitting back 
to watch the triumphant march of 
the American Army of Occupation 
into Hitler's Heart-land. 

Other publicists soared still fur- 
ther into the blue empyrean of the 
future and, dropping all anxiety 
concerning ‘the war, since America 
had fulfilled her contract with 
Stalin and established her second 
front, began to consider how the 
peace would be arranged. 


TACTICAL OPERATION 

And yet, nothing happened ex- 
cept what Hitler had intended— 
namely, a tactical operation. Eisery 
hower strengthened his forces. 
Rommel strengthened his forces. 
We brought in tanks, men, guns, 
planes. They. brought in the same 
thing. The Americans prepared to 
attack tactically. and sweep the 
Germans from the North African 
coast. The Germans prepared to 
defend tactically and absorb the 
American forces in the sands of 
Africa exactly as they had absorbed 
the offensive action of the British 
Empire in the past two years. 


The Germans’ equilibrium in 


*rurope had not been appreciably 


disturbed. Hitler's European fort- 
ress had not been breached. He 
had not been thrown out of axis. 
He was still free to advance tactic- 
ally against Russia, to retreat tact- 
ically before the Russian tactical 
offensive; still free to exploit the 
national resources and slave labor 


of Europe. 
It was Guadalcanal all over 
again in Africa. The globel 


strategy that had worked so well 
in the Pacific (for the Axis) wes 
now transferred to the Atlantic, 
where it had lost none of its 
efficacy to give aid and comfert 
te the enemy. No real breach 
had been made and no real 
breach could be made in such @ 
way. 

Is there some riddle here that is 
unreadable by the modern military 
intellect, hag-ridden by the fear of 
risk, limited and cramped by the 
calculable and far too sensible of 
the public's avidity for “good 
news’? I don’t think so. 

Nevertheless, it must be realized, 
sooner or later, that we are up 
against a problem that will not be 
solved merely by weepens, air, 
ground, or sea. In other words, no 
Prussianized or other tactical sys- 
tem will do the trick. For the 
enemy we are up against is the old 
he-coon of Prussianism himself and, 
due to the strategic default of the 
Western Democracies, he has taken 
all the positions and has sufficient 
means to hold them. Furthermore, 
he will go on holding them until 
even our own tactical gluttons 
sicken at the butcher bill to be 
paid, I shall not say for taking 
them, but for the inestimable priv- 
ilege of sighting our guns on them. 


ENEMY’S POSITION 

It is possible for any rational 
mind, as long as it is unbiased by 
wishful thinking, to make an esti- 
mate of the enemy situation at the 
present writing (January 18, 1943) 
and arrive at the same conclusion. 
Such a thinker, if he would solve 
the riddle of World War II, would 
establish his premises as follows: 

1. The sea blockade of Germany 
is out, for: 

(a) Hitler's New Order of whole- 
sale economic exploitation and the 
enslavement of labor is now com- 
pletely established and working 
throughout Europe. It can be 
counted on to continue to function 
as an emergency measure of extra-

(1) the war of attrition is won by 
Hitler and a more normal economy 
is set up in Europe after the pay- 
off, or (2) the Nazi economic 
equilibrium is upset along with the 
Nazi military equilibrium by a suc- 
cessful invasion of Europe. 

(b) The submarine threat will 
suffice to prevent the sea block- 
ade's successful functioning as long 
as Hitler is permitted to use the 
harbors of Europe as submarine 
bases. That is to say, until these 
harbors are wrested from Hitler 
by the only means available: gn 
invasion of Europe which will cut 
off stretch after stretch of coast 
and pin him more and more tightly 
to his beloved Heart-land of 
Prussia, 

2. Germany can continue to meet 
the attacks of the United Nations 
successfully as long as these at- 
tacks are delivered on the peri- 
meter of her European domain, for: 

(a) She has shorter lines of com- 
munication and, 

(b) She is operating on interior 
lines and, 

(ce) She has and can maintain a 
superiority of effectives, that is to 
say a tactical superiority, at any 
point where contact is established 
tactically (and not strategically) by 
her enemies (including Russia). 

The last proposition may require 
some further explanation in view 
of the general misunderstanding 
that prevails as regards the man- 
power situation in Europe and the 
ability of Hitler to replace casual- 
ties, particularly the enormous 
casualties of his Russian front. 


HITLER’S POOL 

Here .again our thinking is hide- 
bound by nineteenth-century con- 
cepts of limited war and we fail to 
take into consideration the enor- 
mous pool of manpower at Hitler's 
disposal. For one thing, it has been 
shown conclusively that Hitler can 
expect a replacement figure of 
750,000 men from his annual levies 
in Germany alone, which would 
give him more than enough to 
maintain fis army at its present 
full fighting strength provided his 
yearly losses in killed, incapacit- 
ated and captured do not exceed 
those which he has suffered up to 
the present. 

‘This is a very different and, it 
must be admitted, a much more 
sinister picture than the one we 
have been accustomed to paint for 
ourselves when we read the. news 
of the Russian front and visualized 
the Nazi armies melting away like 
wax before the blowtorch of the 
Russian winter offensive. . 

Nevertheless, we must take it 
inte account, together with the 
further fact that, while all of 

Hitler's German ~ replacements 
ere earmarked for the secred 
Wehrmacht, this does not mean 
that these German levies are all 

he will have to replace his 
casualties. Let us pender the fect 
that, since June, 1041, when he 
started his Russian offensive, the 
population added to his empire 
tetelled 50,000,000 frem which 
alone meny new divisions may 
be fermed. 6 

Nor will the use of this man- 
power pool for military purposes 
mean that hit facteries will slow 
down for lack of ‘labor or that his 
farms will suffer. Hitler has suffi- 
cient soldiers to make good his 
fatal casualties and éven to increase 
his armies. He has sufficient raw 
materials, including oW, to satisfy 
the requirements of his industry; 
he has sufficient food as long as 
he holds the Ukraine; he has also 
sufficient labor, including the slave 
labor of his tributary states, to 
man his farms and factories. 

What is it'then that he lacks to 
enable him to realize his expressed 
intention of bolding Europe until 
his enemies wear themselves out 
in their attacks on him? The 
answer is, and here we reach our 
conclusion, that nothing pievents 
him from doing so as long as the 
United Nations attack the way they 
have attacked in the past-that is, 
tecticelly, on the rim of his domain, 
the way that he wants them to 
attack,

Notice is hereby given that men employed in certain specified lines 
of civilian employment, who are in age and marital classes already 
designated under National Selective Service Mobilization Regula- 
tions, must report for interview not later than June 15th, 1943, to 
an Employment and Selective Service Office. 


A. Objective: 

This Second Order makes available 
for essential employments the servicessof 
men in age and marital classes designated 
as callable for Military Training under 
National Selective Service Mobilization 
Regulations, who are presently employed 
in the non-essential employments now 
specified.

the operation of ice cream parlours 
and soda fountains; (6) any of the 
following cecupations: bus hoys; char- 
men and cleaners; custom furriers;

railway train service); private 
chauffeurs. 


C. AGE AND MARITAL CLASSES OF

Disagrees With Hayman 


Threlfall Says East-West 
Football Loop Not Feasible 


WINNIPEG, June 12.—(CP)—Reg Threlfall, who 
coached Winnipeg Blue Bombers to Dominion rugby football 
championships in 1939 and 1941, dissipates Flying Officer 
Lew Hayman’s vision of a Dominion-wide grid league em- 
bracing major teams in east and west. Says Threlfall: “The 


west couldn’t stand it, and the east wouldn't go for it.” 


Recently Hayman, coach of the 
currently champion Toronto R.C. 
A.F. Hurricanes and many To- 
rento Argonaut teams, predicted 
the formation of inter-sectional 
league comprised of eight teams 
—four from the east and four 
from the west. Ottawa, Toronto, 
Montreal and Hamilton would 
be the east’s representatives and 
Winnipeg, Regina, Edmonton and 
Calgary the west’s. 

The Winnipeg mastermind points 
out that the western inter-pro- 
vincial conference brand of foot- 
ball always was a losing venture at 
the gate and he asked: ‘How could 
cities which were unable to sup- 
port a prairie league be expected 


to shoulder the financial responsi- 
bility of a Canadian circuit.” 

Threlfall does not take into 
account a possible post-war indus- 
trial boom with its consequent in- 
crease of population. He wants to 
witness these developments before 
he is willing to believe western 
Canada is capable of a large scale 
setup in football. 

With free access to top-quality 
playing talent, western cities might 
be able to participate in a Domin- 
jon League, conceded. But he 
points out that it took Winnipeg 
five years before it was able to pro- 
duce hometown products with 
enough ability to compete with the 
east. This being the case, he said, 
the west would have to again de- 
pend on imports to merit atten- 
tion in combat with the east. 

Threlfall believes that eastern 
teams would not be satisfied to 
travel half way across the conti- 
nent for a smaller gate than they 
could expect to attract at home.

“If the foundations be destroyed, 
what can the righteous do?” —Psalm 11:3. 


UFLDING a post-war economy that will guarantee to humanity 

a world of peace, safety and enjoyment is the objective toward 

which statesmen, economists and world-planners are working. 

While the purposes stated are praise-worthy, and the objectives 

sought desirable, yet are we laying a solid foundation for the world 
we want to live in? : 

Men with unchanged hearts cannot rule righteously in a world 
community reeking with injustice, greed, fraud, and selfishness. How 
can the hearts of men be changed NOW to prepare the way for this 
new order? 

Jesus said, “Whosoever heareth these sayings of mine, and doeth 
them, I will liken him unto a wise man, which built his house upon 
a rock: and the rain descended, and the floods came, and the winds 
blew, and beat upon that house: and it fell not: for it was founded 
upon a rock.” (Mat. 7:24, 25). 

Let us plan for the coming age by building a foundation of cer- 
tainty. First, on Truth. “Ye shall know the truth, and the truth shall 
make you free.” “Thy word is truth.” “I am the way, the Truth, and 
the life.” “Other foundations can no man lay, than that is laid, which 
is Jesus Christ.” The denial of Christ and every Christian principle 
is at the basis of Axis philosophy. Every democratic principle desired 
in the new world is based on Christian teaching. First we must know 
Christ, through His Word and genuine Christian experience. 

Second, we must know we have Eternal Life, through faith in 
Christ and His death on Calvary. Not just an historic knowledge of 
His life and death, but a heart faith, with the will yielded in obedience 
to His commands. ‘ 

Third, knowing Christ, we know He answers prayer. The fact of 
the power of prayer is being proven by thousands of our men in the 
service. Fellowship with God through prayer is the foundation of the 
Christian's communion with God, and the continued maintenance of 
Christian faith. 

Fourth, this knowledge of the Truth, a personal relationship with 
Christ indwelling the heart, and communion with God in prayer, 
results in a life in which a person does not continue in sin, but lives a 
life victorious over the base temptations and habits which control 
most men's lives. 

The foundations of the new world must be laid now, in the hearts 
and lives of mankind. It must begin in ‘me,’ béfore I can expect to 
see it in the other man or the other nation. Canada, let us get ‘back 
to God.’ Before the Gospel can become a world power to change the 
social order, it must become a personal power to change the heart of 
each individual.

Patients with hemorrhoids very 
often undergo considerable discom- 
fort, although usually they remain 
silent on the subject of their dis- 
tress, hesitating to discuss their 
symptoms in any way. This attitude 
is easily understood; however, it 
may prevent them from finding out 
that they can be relieved. 


A hemorrhoid is merely an en- 
larged vein and such enlargement 
is the result of an interference with 
the normal flow of blood away from 
the rectal region. The veins in this 
particular part are especially likely 
to enlarge because they do not con- 
tain the usual valves found in other 
veins which keep the blood from 
flowing backward. 

Usually, ‘when one hemorrhoid 
forms, several others will also form, 
and the resultant suffering will 
then rob the patient of physical 
comfort and at the same time is 
likely to have a profound effect 
upon the nervous system. There are 
few parts of the body where the 
nerves are so sensitive as they are 
in this particular area, and press- 
ure on these nerves may induce 
many symptoms of nervousness 
which the patient is unable to ex- 
plain, which symptoms are reflex 
in nature. 

One of the common causes of the 
enlargement of the rectal veins 
called hemorrhoids is a sluggish 
state of the portal circulation, go- 
ing to the liver. Such a sluggish 
portal circulation may be caused by 
constipation, liver congestion, pro- 
lapsus, the use of strong laxatives, 
long continued sitting, straining 
through lifting, etc. 

By far the most important cause 
of hemorrhoids or piles is a delay 
of the intestinal elimination. Those 
who are forced to strain to produce 
an evacuation will sooner or later 
develop an irritation which will af- 
fect the veins. Furthermore, the 
pressure of accumulated waste ma- 
terial is enough in itself to stop the 
flow of blood as it leaves through 
the enlarged veins. 

The patient is bothered by a feel- 
ing of heat, fullness, burning or 
stinging, and has the sensation of a 
foreign body within the passage. 
As the hemorrhoids become more 
and more tender, a great deal of 
distress results and this may cause 
the patient to avoid standing for 
long periods of time, or walRing any 
distance, or sitting for several 
hours. Considerable itching may al- 
so be‘noted. In time, the hemor- 
rhoids will begin to bleed, although 
the loss.of blood is not excessive. 
All in all, hemorrhoids consitute a 
most annoying trouble and it is un- 
fortunate that so many patients con- 
tine to endure their symptoms in 
silence when they eould be given 
so much help, and made altogether 
free from discomfort of the kind. 

In tomorrow's article, I will dis- 
cuss the treatment of hemorrhoids, 
outlining a simple home treatment 
which may be used in an effort to 
obtain temporary relief. This is the 
ice treatment and I have had many 
patients report that it provided a 
most welcome reiief.

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Your Baby 
And Mine

Almost every child, enduring the 
strain of growing up, develops some 
habits which distress the parent. 
It may be finger-nail biting, or lip- 
sucking, or the habit of knocking 
his curly head against the floor or 
wall, or thumb-sucking or fose- 
picking. Every one of them curdles 
the parent's resistance. 

But, if there is one thing the 
Perent of @ 2 to Syear-eld child 
should have learned, it is‘ that 
attention to any kind of behavior 
magnifies its impoertence and 
mekes it harder te dissuade the 
child against it. Even edults with 
peculiarities play up to them and 
we my be sure that the parent 
‘whe acts shocked et @ child's 
head-bumping, let us sey, makes 
this a persene! peculierity which 
he wouldn't ebanden for any- 
thing, * 

So, the first es gyri in dealing 
with any type of distressing be- 
havior, is to let the child think it 
doesn’t matter to you at all. Your 
attitude should be: “This is your 
head, if you, want to bump it, go 
ahead. In fact, perhaps you'd like 
a little help. I'll take ahold of it 
and help you bump it.” 

It’s not unusual, when the mother 
attempts this sort of help, with no 
malice, but only a desire to please, 
the child discovers head-bumping 
to be sométhing less than fun. 

That doesn't mean that the parent 
really should be indifferent to 
them for they may well express 
some strains she could remove. 
While she watches the child bite 
his nailg with no evidence that she 
is upset, she thinks to herself. 

Is he nervous from lack of bleep’ 
Has he enough interesting compan- 
ions to stimulate his imagination? 
Does he have enough opportunity 
to play actively? Is he being scolded 
too much? Is he hungry, the kind of 
hunger that comes from a poorly- 
chosen diet that is«his fault or 
mine? 

Substitute the name of any of the 
habits and the guestoins are just 
as applicable. The parent cannot 
be nidifferent when she must put 
her attention on the child's whole 
day. She ‘will be critical of his 
sleeping, eating and recreation pro- 
gram and the way in which her 
own parental demands or her treat- 
ment may be driving the child to 
indulge in any foolish, worthless 
habits. 

When there is some reason for 
the habit, this mental consideration 
of the child and his environment 
should bring it to light. Or, it is 
one of those experiments which 
attempt to harness the parent's 
notice, it is certain to die because 
it is not attaining its objective. Pre- 
tended indifference, coupled with 
thoughtful attention, are the meth- 
ods designed to make the habit un- 
profitable.

Overlapping meals in families 
An disrupt family morale, The fol- 
lowing passage, quoted from the 
new book “Eat Well for Less 
Money,” gives helpful advice on the 
subject: 

When a member of the family 
works at night, the meal problem 
becomes particularly complicated 
for the menu planner. The chil- 
dren's meal routine usually does 
not change, but the worker's meais 
must oe served at unusual times. 
This is a problem that can be solved 
by careful planning and a know!- 
edge of food values. 

One answer is the overlapping 
meal, that is, one which serves two 
purposes. It may seem a bit incon- 
Gruous at first, but actually the 
same foods can be served for the 
children's breakfast and the work- 
#r's supper if he returns from the 
night shift in the carly morning. 
Or his breakfast, if it must come at 
night, may easily be the children's 
supper. 

VERSATILE FOODS 

Fruits, either stewed, canned or 
fresh, hot enriched breads, waffles, 
griddle cakes or French toast are 
suitable for both meals. What's 
more, waffle or griddlée-cake batter 
can be kept in the refrigerator, for 
later cooking, without deteriorating. 

Eggs, in all the hundred and one 
ways in which they can be pre- 
pared, bacon; sausage and cream- 
ed fish are other foods which fil 
properly into the well-balanced 
overlapping meal schedule. 

If at all practical, the whole fam- 
ily should sit down together at this 
meal, The importance of normal 
family life on the night worker's 
morale must never be overlooked. 
But when, as sometimes happens, 
school or working hours make this 
adjustment impossible, then the 
next best way is to plan foods 
which can be prepared at one time, 
but cooked separately for the two 
groups.

United States Tax Bill 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—(AP)—Following is an an- 
alysis of the United States’ new tax bill which was signed into 


law this week by President Roosevelt: 


—Abatement—The measure pro-* 


100 per cent abatement, or a 
dropping of charges, for each tax- 
payer up to $50 in taxes for 
, 1942 or 1943, in which 
smaller taxable income; 
abatement for each per- 
abatement year (1942 or 
) tax bill is between $50 and 
906.67; and an abatement of 75 per 
cent for all persons with an abate- 
ment year bill over $66.67, with the 
remaining 25 per cent to be paid 
half on March 15, 1944, and half on 
March 15, 1945, in addition to cur- 
rent taxes. (Persons in the $50 to 
$66.67 classification also would pay 
off their small remaining debt in 
two such installments.) 


2—Wage and salary earners— 
Employers are required to with- 
hold 20 per cent (17 income and 3 
victory) from pay envelopes and 
salary cheques, after specified ex- 
emptions reflecting family status, 

ive July 1. Exemptions are 
9624 yearly for single persons, $1,- 
248 for married, plus $312 for each 
Gependent. 

(No withholding on pay of mem- 
bers of armed forces, ministers of 
the gospel, farm workers, domestic 
servants, casual workers, foreign 
services or services by non-resi- 
dent aliens.) 


FILE ESTIMATE 

3—Persons with income other 
than wages and salaries—hencefor- 
ward (except for special 1943 pro- 
visions, described later), such per- 
pons, including those receiving in- 
come from business, professions, 
rents and royalties, interest and 
dividends, and persons with wages 
end salaries above withholding 
Jevy levels would be required to 
file an estimate by March 15 on the 
current taxable year's income and 
they would pay their taxes in four 
equal installments, the first falling 
due each March 15, and the subse- 
quent payments due June 15, Sept. 
15 and Dec. 15. However, the tax- 
payer may pay his estimated tax in 
advance, if he desired. 

The estimate may be revised at 
the election of the taxpayer, with 
the remaining installments in a 
year te be increased or decreased 
as the case may be to reflect the 
change in the estimat.

Income taxes owed by any per- 
son dying while a member of the 
armed services in wartime would 
be cancelled. This was designed 
primarily to prevent the tax bur- 
den falling upon soldiers’ widows. 

S—Windfalls — no person may 
have abated any amount of taxes 
larger than a hypothetical tax (at 
present rates) on the one year— 
1937, 38, 39 or 40—in which he had 
the largest taxable income with 
$20,000 added before the tax is com- 
puted. Thus a person might owe 
$100,000 taxes on 1942 income and a 
75 per cent abatement would mean 
$75,000 to him; but under the wind- 
fall provision, if the tax on his 
largest “base year” income plus 
$20,000 (the $20,000 added to the 
income before tax computed at 1942 
rates) is $60,000 or any other 
amount less than $75,000, his abate- 
ment will be the lesser amount in- 
stead of the $75,000. 

Under the legislation each person 
could compute the amount to be 
withheld from his wage or salary 
by taking 20 per cent of the excess 
of his pay over family status with- 
holding exemptions as follows: 

Single person — $12 weekly, $24 
bi-weekly, $26 semi-monthly, $52 
monthly, $156 quarterly, $312 semi- 
annually, $624 annually. This single 
person making $50 weekly would 
deduct $12 from 850 and compute 
20 per cent of the remaining $38, 
arriving at $7.60 to be deducted 
from his pay weekly. 

Married Person—$24 weekly, $48 
bi-weekly, $52 semi-monthly, $104 
monthly, $312 quarterly, $624 semi- 
annually, and $1,248 anually. Thus 
a married person making $50 week- 
ly would deduct $24 from $50, com- 
pute 20 per cent of the remaining 
$26, arriving at $5.20 to be deducted 
from his pay weekly. 

Dependents—(Other than wife) 
%6 weekly, $12 bi-weekly, $13 semi- 
monthiy, $26 monthly, $78 quarter- 
ly, $156 semi-annually and $312 an- 
nually. Thus a married person 
with one child making $50 weekly 
would deduct $30 ($24 plus $6) 
from $50 and compute 20 per cent 
of the remaining $20, arriving at $4 
to be deducted from his pay 
weekly. 

Henceforward, persons without 
income large enough to come under 
the income tax but affected by the 
Victory tax will have a three per 
cent. deduction after July 1 on earn- 
ings above $12 weekly, instead of 
five per cent. as at present. 
EMPLOYERS TO COLLECT 

Employers will collect the 20 per 
cent. withholding levy as they pre- 
viously have handled the Victory 
tax. Special tables are provided in 
the bill whereby an employer, ad- 
vised of an employee's family 
Status, may quickly ascertain the 
amount to be deducted from a 
wage envelope or salary cheque. 

The withholding levy is not an 
additional tax but provides ma 
chinery for weekly, bi-weekly, semi- 
monthly or monthly deductions 
from earnings for current payment
